Monday night when a violent 
rupture of unknown origin 
ripped through pressurized fuel 
tanks. 


Officials are considering the 


quick return to bring Apollo 13 


back to earth Thursday because 
they are 
concerned 
about 


oxygen and water supplies 
aboard the lunar module from 
which 
the astronauts 
are 


drawing life support. 


James A. Lovell Jr., Fred W. 


Haise Jr. and John L. Swigert 
Jr.. 
conserved 
these vital 


consumables as they raced 
farther from earth, toward a 


loop around the moon tonight 
before starting the quarter- 
million-mile homeward journey. 


Looping the moon is the safest 


way 
home, 
officials 
said, 


because Apollo 13 was close to 
its target when the accident 
happened and already was on a 
course that would take it around 
the moon's backside. 


To stop short of the moon 


would have required con- 
siderable power and fuel ex- 
penditure, 
something 
the 


astronauts don't have with their 
big command ship engine idled 
by electrical failure. 


The op.ly powerplant available 


is the lunar module descent 
engine, the one intended to lower 
Lovell and Haise to the moon's 
surface.

early today to adjust 
their 


course slightly to a path that 
would take them around the 
moon and bring them back to

WASHINGTON D.C. — A 25- 


year agreement between the 
Bureau of Reclamation and the 
Thomes Creek Water District of 
southern Tehama County for 
water from 
the 
Sacramento 


River was announced today by 
Congressman Harold T. "Bizz" 
Johnson. 


Johnson said he was notified 


of the pact by the Department of 
the Interior, and that it calls for 
the Bureau to furnish the district 


with 8,400 acre-feet of water a 
year 


"The water will come from 


the Corning Canal, south of Red 
Bluff and will irrigate 1,800 of 
the district's 2,400 acres which 
does not have enough ground 
water," Johnson said. 


The district will pay $2.75 an 


acre-foot, and in turn will sell 
the water to individual land 
owners. Johnson said the price 
was favorable.

North Vietnamese 
Troops Strike From 
Inside Cambodia 


SAIGON (AP) — Striking 


from inside Cambodia with big 
rockets and assault troops, 
North Vietnamese wrecked the 
South 
Vietnamese 
border 


crossing post on Highway One, 
but the defenders killed 96 of the 
attackers, sources said. 


Many of the North Vietnamese 


were killed by South Vietnamese 
bombers and artillery fire that 
crossed the border 42 miles 
northwest of Saigon. 


Seven of the 150 militiamen 


manning the border post were 
reported killed and more than a 
dozen wounded, but sturdy 
defense bunkers kept the South 
Vietnamese casualty toll down. 
One civilian, a member of a 
militiaman's family, also was 
killed. 


One source said North Viet- 


namese positions in Cambodia 
bombarded the complex of 
yellow one-story buildings with 
mortar shells and 
240mm 


rockets weighing about 200 
pounds each. Then sappers 
broke through the perimeter 
firing rocket grendades. 


"The damage was extensive," 


the source said. "It was pretty 
bad."

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Some Disturbing Reports 


There come disturbing reports from time to time of un- 


derstaffed, underfunded and overcrowded veterans hospitals, and 
of seriously wounded battle casualties being shuttled hurriedly 
through because of demand for bed space. And right along with 
those reports are others of the disheartening experience of men 
returning from the fighting zone and finding that the sacrifices they 
have made — the drudgery, the loneliness, the sheer horror of a 
barbaric and seemingly endless war — are little appreciated, may 
even be regarded with disapproval. 


Neither of those situations can be countenanced. It is 


everybody's job to see that they do not exist. We car perhaps do a 
small part at home. We can do a larger part by making sure that 
our legislators, and through them our administrators, know that we 
want the men we send into battle to have the best care that anyone 
knows how to provide, and to have the respect that is due men who 
have carried out an arduous duty at their country's command. 


Whether we think that the United States has followed the wisest 


and most just course in pressing the war in Vietnam or not should in 
no way extend to how the men sent there to fight are treated. We 
may think it was wrong to have sent them. But they were sent. We 
may be convinced that money is being wasted in some places. 
Criticism of waste anywhere is justified. But care of wounded 
veterans should not lag, no matter what the cost. 


Moreover, equipment for our fighting men should not lag as 


long as they are in a danger zone. If money is to be saved, it should 
be saved by ending the fighting — withdrawing from the fighting if 
no worthwhile purpose is served by fighting on. It must not be 
saved by curtailing supplies that might save their lives or limbs, or 
make the aftermath of war less awful. 


At Last A Cheery Note 


Richard Johnsen Jr., executive vice president of the 


Agricultural Council of California, proposed in a recent issue of his 
agricultural news column, The Farmer's Corner, that agricultural 
leaders start thinking in terms of two farm programs — one for the 
large commercial farmers, the other for the small or part-time 
farmers. He didn't lay out any details for such a plan, and there is 
no basis for judgment on whether it would be practical, or even 
desirable. But it is a cheery note among some 20 years of predic- 
tions that the small farm was on the way out. 


"We still have, and probably always will, a percentage of 


people engaged in farming on a small or part-time basis," Johnsen 
wrote. "Their operations have been modernized with new equip- 
ment, they are producing* crops to the fullest of the land's 
capabilities and in many cases they are profitable farmers."

WASHINGTON — President 


Nixon's heroic effort to trim 
some of the blubber off the 
federal bureaucracy apparently 
is adding more blubber than it is 
removing. 


After his first frustrating 


attempts to grapple with the 
bureaucratic whale, he started 
an 
ambitious, 
three-year 


program to get rid of the excess 
lard. He kept the project secret 
on the theory, presumably, that 
he would get results before he 
crowed about them. 


All White House proposals 


were quietly passed on to 
Dwight Ink, an 
assistant 


director at the Budget Bureau. 
Each executive department was 
instructed, in turn, to begin a 
major housecleaning. 


Thus 
a 
whole 
new 


bureaucracy 
to 
fight 


bureaucracy sprang up, com- 
plete with offices, staffs, report 
forms, file cabinets and paper 
clips. 
This 
new 
anti- 


bureaucratic bureaucracy even 
adopted 
the 
thoroughly 


bureaucratic name of Federal 
Assistance Review. 


The first year's summary of 


activities, all strictly con- 
fidential, of course, has been 
assembled — replete with 
charts, graphs, and that trite 
little diagram which shows how 
the federal pie is sliced. 


THE BUREAUCRATIC WAY 


The Health, Education, and 


Welfare Department, for in- 
stance, summed up its findings 
and accomplishments in two 
pages, and then fattened its 
report typically with another 30 
pages 
of graphs, 
charts, 


illustrations and footnotes. 


HEW created four task forces 


to handle its housecleaning. The 
most important, known to in- 
siders as FAST for Federal 
Assistance Streamlining Task- 
force, 
reviewed 
grant 


programs. 


"The HEW grant programs 


are big and complicated," the 
c o n f i d e n t i a l 
r e p o r t 


acknowledges. "They involve a 
vast amount of paperwork and 
administrative handling. In too 
many cases, however, the 
handling has tended to obscure, 
even gotten in the way of, 
program purposes. . . 


"Grant programs have grown 


rapidly but haphazardly, with 
little time for real planning or 
systematic 
review. 
The 


programs have become en- 
crusted with procedures and 
buried in mounds of red tape. 


"All 
this works particular 


hardships on the grantee. He 
must often fill out complex, 
largely 
meaningless, 
ap- 


plications forms, undergo a 
lengthy process or review, and 
wait several months for ap- 
proval or disapproval. 


"Discouraged by this initial 


uncertainty and delay, his life is 
made even more difficult by the 


endless reports he must submit. 
Furthermore, these reports do 
not appear to provide the in- 
formation needed to evaluate 
the programs or to properly 
report to the Congress and the 
public." 


The anti-bureaucratic 


bureaucrats triumphantly 
weeded out 6,800 pages from the 
documentation that the states 
are required to submit to get 
federal grants. They also 
reduced the steps in the review 
process from 516 to 334. All told, 
the streamliners boasted that 
they have saved 351 man-years 
of state and federal manpower. 


If this still leaves a lot of red 


tape for the states to hack 
through, the red-tape cutters 
can't be blamed for keeping a 
little red tape to cut for the 
future, or they might eliminate 
their own jobs. It must be left to 
still another study to determine 
how many man-years it is taking 
to reduce the federal man-years. 


NIXON AND MEANY 


Those 
two political 
an- 


tagonists, Richard Nixon and 
George Meany, have developed 
a grudging admiration for each 
other. In a year of labor strife, 
the President and the grizzled 
old AFL-CIO boss actually have 
worked together to prevent 
disruptive strikes. 


More than once, the old labor 


tyrant, scowling and chomping 
on his cigar, has stalked into the 
White House, trailing puffs of 
smoke 
behind him. 
The 


President, for instance, gives 
Meany large credit for settling 
the postal strike. 


Meany, who looks, acts and 


talks like a backroom politician 
complete with the omnipresent 
cigar, 
is at 
home in the 


backrooms. He hammered out 
an agreement with Postmaster 
General Winton Blount, then 
persuaded the postal unions it 
was the best deal they could get. 


Afterward, President Nixon 


told his GOP congressional 
leaders 
privately: 
"When 


you've got Meany and Blount 
agreeing, well, you sure ought to 
be able to get the Congress in 
agreement." 


POLLUTION REPORTS 


Senator John Sparkman, D- 


Ala., would like to make 
pollution reports as familiar as 
weather reports, not only in 
newspapers and broadcasts, but 
on the telephone. 


Sparkman is pushing a bill to 


require the weather bureau in 
each locality to give a pollution 
reading on the nearest body of 
water, as well as the at- 
mosphere, at the same time the 
weather bulletins are issued. 


Working behind the scenes, 


the Senator from Alabama has 
been collaring his friends on the 
key congressional committees 
and using his winning drawl to 
bring them around on pollution.

The moment is at hand to 


declare oneself for or against 
the Nixon-Moynihan plan to give 
money, no questions asked, to 
the indigent so as to put a 
federal floor on poverty. If I 
were in Congress, I would vote 
against the measure. A decision 
I have come to reluctantly. A 
few observations: 


1) There is no doubting the 


desirability of radical reform of 
the existing welfare patterns. As 
the laws now stand, an in- 
dividual seeking government 
help has access (at the last 
count) to 80 different state and 
federal welfare measures. It 
wasn't ever presumed that 
every single one of them would 
be subsumed into the $1600 per 
year minimum proposed by the 
Nixon plan. For instance, 
catastrophic illnesses could 
never be tended to out of such a 
meager basic allowance. But 
surely other forms of federal 
subvention might have been. 
And yet as it now stands, with 
the exception of unemployment 
relief and aid to dependent 
children, the lobbyists for dif- 
ferent welfare proposals stand 
fast, and the Plan emerges as 
yet another federal prop, to be 
added to a house already jerry- 
built. 


2) The greatly attractive 


provisions in the bill which 
suggested that recipients would 
be trained to work so as to 
remove themselves from the 
poverty rolls have not been 
convincingly put forward. One 
does not doubt that it is the in- 
tention of Mr. Nixon and of Mr. 
Moynihan that the measure 
should lead a great many in- 
digents into vocational training 
schools 
and 
finally 
into 


productive jobs. But the failure 
of the WIN programs, which 
were also designed to do the 
same thing; and the general 
acceptance of the figures con- 
stantly given us, to the effect 
that the overwhelming majority 
of those on relief cannot be 
expected to work because they 
are old or crippled or mothers or 
children, suggest that one 
should favor the measure or 
oppose it with little reference to 
this particular feature of it. In 
fact, there are those — one can 
tell it from the inflections in 
their comments and in their 
speeches — who talk about the 
"workfare" aspects of the bill

3) It is always difficult to 


predict the cost of new welfare 
proposals. Initially, I heard a 
cost estimate as low as 2.3 
billion dollars — i.e., in excess of 
current welfare costs. I have not 
recently seen one at less than 5.5 
billion. 


One thinks less, at this par- 


ticular moment, about the ab- 
solute sum involved, more about 
the expenditure of it at this 
particular moment in our 
economic history. There are 
those who believe that in recent 
weeks Mr. Nixon, frightened 
either by the threat of a real 
depression or by the prospects of 
political upheaval at the for- 
thcoming election — or both — 
has retreated from his firm anti- 
inflationary stance. Certainly he 
has taken measures, such as the 
release of federal funds for 
various projects that had been 
held in abeyance, the result of 
which will be to goose inflation 
along.

Every person who has been 


in analysis will fight to the 
quick that "their school of 
analysis" Is the only and moat 
important approach to emo- 
tional problems. It is pointless 
to try to convince them that 
other schools have their own 
enthusiasts who are as fixed 
in their belief* as they are. 
1 have always felt that peo- 


ple who are in psychotherapy 
learn the jargon and actually 
believe that they are the criti- 
cal evaluators of other types 
of therapy. Persons who would 
not dream of talking about 
their diabetes, or urinary prob- 
lem In a social group, far too 
often become involved in dis- 
cussions about their psyche. 


People who recovered from 


tuberculosis are not really ex- 
perts in this disease. Similar- 
ly, those who are learning to 
handle their neuroses are not 
the ideal people to hand out 
psychological advice to others. 


The fact that one can say 


obsession, guilt, hostility, frus- 
tration and aggression, does 
not mak* him a trained psy- 


chologist unless he Is one. 
Even physicians who are psy- 
chologically oriented sidetrack 
complicated emotional prob- 
lems and refer patients to spe- 
cialists in the field. 


Group therapy is one of the 


newer analytical approaches 
that reduce the time and the 
expense for patterns as they 
seek relief from their prob- 
lems and anxiety. The advant- 
ages of g r o u p therapy are 
many. It is felt by some thera- 
pists that group session* may 
even be more valuable to cer- 
tain people than individual 
treatment. 


This decision must depend 


on the judgment of a psycho- 
therapist who evaluates each 
case individually. 


There are many areas in the 


United States where individ- 
ual psychotherapy is virtually 
impossible because so few an- 
alysts are available. Group 
therapy may make it possible 
for many more people to b« 
helped rather than a select 
few. 


Everywhere in the United 


States and Europe new group 
sensitivity 
programs have 


been set up, all with a new 
angle. Some of 
the&e 
are 


known as encounter groups, 
confrontation g r o u p s , and 
training 
laboratories. Hun- 


dreds of people are attracted 
to these offshoots of the Esa- 
len Institute in California, 


Unufortunately, there is po- 


tential danger in such groups 
which, unlike Esalen, do not 
have trained psychiatrists or 
psychologists. To enter 
a 


group without excellent lead- 
ership is to play games with 
dynamite. Before anyone gets 
involved, they should seek the 
stamp of approval of t h e i r 
own physician.

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Som e Disturbing Reports 


There come disturbing reports from time to time of un­ 
derstaffed, underfunded and overcrowded veterans hospitals, and 
of seriously wounded battle casualties being shuttled hurriedly 
through because of demand for bed space And right along with 
those reports are others of the disheartening experience of men 
returning from the fighting zone and finding that the sacrifices they 
have made — the drudgery, the loneliness, the sheer horror of a 
barbaric and seemingly endless war — are little appreciated, may 
even be regarded with disapproval. 


Neither of those situations can be countenanced. It is 
everybody’s job to see that they do not exist. We can perhaps do a 
small part at home. We can do a larger part by making sure that 
our legislators, and through them our administrators, know that we 
want the men we send into battle to have the best care that anyone 
knows how to provide, and to have the respect that is due men who 
have carried out an arduous duty at their country’s command. 


Whether we think that the United States has followed the wisest 
and most just course in pressing the war in Vietnam or not should in 
no way extend to how the men sent there to fight are treated. We 
may think it was wrong to have sent them. But they were sent. We 
may be convinced that money is being wasted in some places. 
Criticism of waste anywhere is justified. But care of wounded 
veterans should not lag, no m atter what the cost. 


Moreover, equipment for our fighting men should not lag as 
long as they are in a danger zone If money is to be saved, it should 
be saved by ending the fighting — withdrawing from the fighting if 
no worthwhile purpose is served by fighting on. It must not be 
saved by curtailing supplies that might save their lives or limbs, or 
make the aftermath of war less awful. 


At Last A Cheery Note 


Richard Johnsen Jr., executive vice president of the 
Agricultural Council of California, proposed in a recent issue of his 
agricultural news column, The Farm er’s Corner, that agricultural 
leaders start thinking in terms of two farm programs — one for the 
large commercial farmers, the other for the small or part-time 
farmers. He didn’t lay out any details for such a plan, and there is 
no basis for judgment on whether it would be practical, or even 
desirable. But it is a cheery note among some 20 years of predic­ 
tions that the small farm was on the way out. 


“We still have, and probably always will, a percentage of 
people engaged in farming on a small or part-time basis,” Johnsen 
wrote. “Their operations have been modernized with new equip­ 
ment, they are producing crops to the fullest of the land’s 
capabilities and in many cases they are profitable farmers ”

Washington Merry-Go-Round 


New Bureaucracies 


By JACK ANDERSON 
WASHINGTON — President 
Nixon’s heroic effort to trim 
some of the blubber off the 
federal bureaucracy apparently 
is adding more blubber than it is 
removing. 
After his first frustrating 
attempts to grapple with the 
bureaucratic whale, he started 
an 
ambitious, 
three-year 
program to get rid of the excess 
lard. He kept the project secret 
on the theory, presumably, that 
he would get results before he 
crowed about them. 
All White House proposals 
were quietly passed on to 
Dwight 
Ink, 
an 
assistant 
director at the Budget Bureau. 
Each executive department was 
instructed, in turn, to begin a 
major housecleaning. 
Thus 
a 
whole 
new 
bureaucracy 
to 
fight 
bureaucracy sprang up, com­ 
plete with offices, staffs, report 
forms, file cabinets and paper 
clips. 
This 
new 
anti- 
bureaucratic bureaucracy even 
adopted 
the 
thoroughly 
bureaucratic name of Federal 
Assistance Review. 
The first year’s summary of 
activities, all strictly con­ 
fidential, of course, has been 
assem bled — replete with 
charts, graphs, and that trite 
little diagram which shows how 
the federal pie is sliced. 


THE BUREAUCRATIC WAY 
The Health, Education, and 
Welfare Department, for in­ 
stance, summed up its findings 
and accomplishments in two 
pages, and then fattened its 
report typically with another 30 
pages 
of 
graphs, 
charts, 
illustrations and footnotes. 
HEW created four task forces 
to handle its housecleaning. The 
most important, known to in­ 
siders as FAST for Federal 
Assistance Streamlining Task- 
force, 
reviewed 
grant 
programs. 
“The HEW grant programs 
are big and complicated,” the 
c o n f i d e n t i a l 
r e p o r t 
acknowledges. “They involve a 
vast amount of paperwork and 
administrative handling. In too 
many cases, 
however, the 
handling has tended to obscure, 
even gotten in the way of, 
program purposes , , 
“Grant programs have grown 
rapidly but haphazardly, with 
little time for real planning or 
system atic 
review. 
The 
program s have become en­ 
crusted with procedures and 
buried in mounds of red tape. 
“All this works particular 
hardships on the grantee. He 
must often fill out complex, 
largely 
m eaningless, 
ap­ 
plications forms, 
undergo a 
lengthy process or review, and 
wait several months for ap­ 
proval or disapproval. 
“Discouraged by this initial 
uncertainty and delay, his life is 
made even more difficult by the 


endless reports he must submit. 
Furthermore, these reports do 
not appear to provide the in­ 
formation needed to evaluate 
the programs or to properly 
report to the Congress and the 
public.” 
The 
a n ti- b u r e a u c r a tic 
b u re a u c ra ts triu m p h an tly 
weeded out 6,800 pages from the 
documentation that the states 
are required to submit to get 
federal grants. 
They 
also 
reduced the steps in the review 
process from 516 to 334. All told, 
the streamliners boasted that 
they have saved 351 man-years 
of state and federal manpower 
If this still leaves a lot of red 
tape for the states to hack 
through, the red-tape cutters 
can't be blamed for keeping a 
little red tape to cut for the 
future, or they might eliminate 
their own jobs. It must be left to 
still another study to determine 
how many man-years it is taking 
to reduce the federal man-years 


NIXON AND MEANY 
Those 
two 
political 
an­ 
tagonists, Richard Nixon and 
George Meany, have developed 
a grudging admiration for each 
other. In a year of labor strife, 
the President and the grizzled 
old AFL-CIO boss actually have 
worked together to prevent 
disruptive strikes. 
More than once, the old labor 
tyrant, scowling and chomping 
on his cigar, has stalked into the 
White House, trailing puffs of 
smoke 
behind 
him. 
The 
President, for instance, gives 
Meany large credit for settling 
the postal strike. 
Meany, who looks, acts and 
talks like a backroom politician 
complete with the omnipresent 
cigar, 
is 
at 
home 
in 
the 
backrooms. He hammered out 
an agreement with Postmaster 
General Winton Blount, then 
persuaded the postal unions it 
was the best deal they could get. 
Afterward, President Nixon 
told his GOP congressional 
leaders 
privately: 
“ When 
you’ve got Meany and Blount 
agreeing, well, you sure ought to 
be able to get the Congress in 
agreement.” 


POLLUTION REPORTS 
Senator John Sparkman, D- 
Ala., would like to make 
pollution reports as familiar as 
weather reports, not only in 
newspapers and broadcasts, but 
on the telephone. 
Sparkman is pushing a bill to 
require the weather bureau in 
each locality to give a pollution 
reading on the nearest body of 
water, 
as 
well as 
the 
at­ 
mosphere, at the same time the 
weather bulletins are issued. 
Working behind the scenes, 
the Senator from Alabama has 
been collaring his friends on the 
key congressional committees 
and using his winning drawl to 
bring them around on pollution.

The moment is at hand to 
declare oneself for or against 
the Nixon-Moynihan plan to give 
money, no questions asked, to 
the indigent so as to put a 
federal floor on poverty. If I 
were in Congress, I would vote 
against the measure. A decision 
I have come to reluctantly.

1) There is no doubting the 
desirability of radical reform of 
the existing welfare patterns. As 
the laws now stand, an in­ 
dividual 
seeking government 
help lias access (at the last 
count) to 80 different state and 
federal welfare measures. It 
wasn’t ever presumed that 
every single one of them would 
be subsumed into the $1600 per 
year minimum proposed by the 
Nixon plan.

And yet as it now stands, with 
the exception of unemployment 
relief and aid to dependent 
children, the lobbyists for dif­ 
ferent welfare proposals stand 
fast, and the Plan emerges as 
yet another federal prop, to be 
added to a house already jerry- 
built. 
2) The greatly attractive 
provisions in the bill which 
suggested that recipients would 
be trained to work so as to 
remove themselves from the 
poverty rolls have not been 
convincingly put forward. One 
does not doubt that it is the in­ 
tention of Mr. Nixon and of Mr. 
Moynihan 
that the 
measure 
should lead a great many in­ 
digents into vocational training 
schools 
and 
finally 
into 
productive jobs. But the failure 
of the WIN programs, which 
were also designed to do the

The notion that this is the ideal 
time to launch a great new 
welfare program, the cost of 
which we cannot reckon with 
any assurance, is at least 
doubtful. It will surprise a great 
many people to discover Mr. 
Moynihan is surprisingly keen 
on the subject of inflation. This 
is not something he learned at 
the knee of Averell Harriman or 
his New Deal mentors. But close 
association with Arthur Burns 
before Mr. Burns went to the 
Federal Reserve Board taught 
Mr. Moynihan a lesson, and he is 
one of the best learners in the 
business.

c o n f u s i o n 
about 
it, 
its 
a d v a n t - 
ages and dis­ 
advantages. 
There 
a r e 
now 
m a n y 
schools of psy- 
c h o t h e r - 
apy, each with 
Its own .group 
of enthusiasts 
and adherents. Some are iden­ 
tified with the teaching of 
Freud, others with Jung, Ad­ 
ler, Homey and others. The 
approach varies with each, but 
all have a single purpose »nH 
goal, namely, to help a person 
gain a greater insight into his 
own emotions. In this way, he 
can adjust himself and adapt 
to' the stresses of modem day 
living. 
Every person who has been 
in analysis will fight to the 
quick that “their school of 
analysis” is the only and most 
important approach to emo­ 
tional problems. It is pointless 
to try to convince them that 
other schools have their own 
enthusiasts who are as fixed 
in their beliefs as they are. 
I have always, felt 'that peo­ 
ple who are in psychotherapy 
learn the jargon and actually 
believe that they are the criti­ 
cal evaluators of other types 
of therapy. Persons who would 
not 'dream, of talking about 
their diabetes, or urinary prob­ 
lem in a social group, far too 
often become involved in dis­ 
cussions about their psyche 
People who recovered from 
tuberculosis are not really ex­ 
perts in this disease Similar­ 
ly, those who are learning to 
handle their neuroses are not 
the ideal people to hand out 
psychological advice to ©them 
'The fact that one 
say 
obsession, guilt, hostility, frus­ 
tration and aggression, does 
not maks him a trained psy­ 


chologist unless he is one. 
Even physicians who are psy­ 
chologically oriented sidetrack 
complicated emotional prob­ 
lems and refer patients to ,spe­ 
cialists in the field. 
Group therapy is one of the 
newer analytical approaches 
that reduce the time and the 
expense for patients as they 
seek relief from 'their prob­ 
lems and anxiety. The advant­ 
ages of g r o u p therapy are 
many. It is felt by some thera­ 
pists that group sessions may 
even be more valuable to cer­ 
tain 
people 
than 
individual 
treatment. 
This decision must depend 
on the judgment of a psycho­ 
therapist who evaluates each 
ca.se individually. 
There are many areas in 'the 
United States where individ­ 
ual psychotherapy is virtually 
impossible because so few an­ 
alysts 
are 
available. 
Group 
therapy may make it possible 
for many more people to be 
helped rather than a select 
few. 
Everywhere in the United 
States and Europe new group 
sensitivity 
programs 
h a v e 
been set up, all with a new 
angle. 
Some 
of 
the&e 
are 
known as encounter groups, 
confrontation g r o u p s , 
training 
laboratories. 
Hun­ 
dreds of people are attracted 
to these offshoots of the Esti­ 
len Institute in California. 
Unufortunately, there is po­ 
tential danger in such groups 
which, unlike Esalen, do not 
have 'trained psychiatrists or 
psychologists. 
To 
enter 
a 
group without excellent lead­ 
ership is to play games with 
dynamite. Before anyone gets 
involved, they should seek the 
stamp of approval of t h e i r 
own physician.

Casper tipped all his listeners. It 
was 50 minutes before the first 
Monday shot rang out Augusta

"Gene Littler played better 


golf at age 19 than he does now," 
said Casper, the game's onetime 
fat boy. "Me? I get better with 
age." 


Four holes after the two-man 


war began, Casper has proved 
his point. It was all but over. 
Buffalo Bill was ahead by four 
strokes and all Littler did on the 
back nine was make it a 
bearable afternoon for late- 
tuning television customers. 


Casper shot 69 and won his 


first Masters. He wore the 
famed coat of green. Littler had 
a 74 and wore short sleeves. 


"Winning the U. S. Open is 


still the No. l accomplishment 
for me," admitted Casper, 
knowing well that proud, green- 
jacketed Augusta National 
members listened. "But this is a 
dose second." 


Casper won the Opens of 1959 


and 1966, beating Arnold Palmer 
in a come-from-behind playoff in 
the latter. He has never won the 
PGA championship or the 
British Open, but has joined 
Palmer and Jack Nicklaus as 
golfs only golfing millionaire. 


"A grand slam today is im- 


possible — or next to it," said 
Casper. "It was something 20 or 


30 years ago, but there are three 
times as many fine golfers now. 
The odds against it 
are 


astounding." 


Casper will try anyway. He 


announced plans to play in the 
remainder of the Big Four, the 
U. S. and British Opens and the 
PGA. 


Casper 
was 
a 
relaxed 


champion, looking as if he felt he 
belonged in that green coat — 
even though it was three sizes 
too big. 


"They must have measured it 


for me when I weighed 240," he 
said. "Hey, fellows, I'm skinnier 
now." Skinnier, yes, but the San 
Diego neighbor of Littler ap- 
pears to have added back about 
15 of the some 60 pounds he 
dropped on his famed diet a few 
years ago. 


Despite playing Moday under 


sultry, 82-degree skies, Casper 
marched around the slopes of 
Augusta National in a thick 
sweater "I like to keep my 
muscles warm," he said. "You 
won't catch me in short sleeves 
too often. I like being warm." 


Casper said he seldom played 


defensive golf, the kind that may 
have cost him the 1969 Masters 
crown. He led for 54 holes but 
faded with a front nine 40 on 
Sunday and watched 6-foot-6 
George Archer stride by to the 
title. 


Casper was greeted by his 


wife, Shirley, and their son, little 
Billy.

Often called "Ambassadors in 


Levis," the group of over two

10,000 chemicals, spices and 
other additives might be in- 
volved. 


Some of the chemicals may be 


already permitted under the 
more 
formal 
"Generally 


Recognized as Safe" —GRAS — 
list or separate regulations. 
Officials say they don't know of 
any specific additives included 
in the revocation which are not 
already formally cleared. 


"But it's a pretty safe bet 


there are some out there we 
don't know about," said an FDA 
spokesman. 


The action comes on the neelo 


of a report directed by Ralph 


Nader accusing the food and 
Drug Administration of being so 
lax in additive clearance that 
the nation's health is en- 
dangered. 


The FDA directive, published 


in Thursday's Federal Register, 
was dated April 2, however, six 
days before the Nader report 
was released. 


A spokesman explained that 


for the 20 years prior to passage 
of pure food amendments in 
1958, food processors notified the 
FDA they wished to use certain 
additives in food or in packages 
which would come in contact 
with the food.

AN ATTEMPT by a young 


American to smuggle hashish 
into an Eastern

country brought him a five-year 
sentence at a work camp for 
foreign prisoners where con- 
ditions were described as 
"barely 
tolerable."

developed tuberculosis. 


What many fail to understand 


is that Americans 
traveling 


abroad are subject to the laws of 
the country they are visiting. 
They are not protected by U.S. 
laws. 
When an American is 


arrested in a foreign country, 
the U.S. government can do 
little to help. 


This help amounts to in- 


sistence that the Americans are 
treated the same as nationals of 
the country where the arrest 
took place, advising the prisoner 
of his rights—rights determined 
by the country of the arrest, 
supplying the prisoner with a list 
of lawyers he might want to call, 
and notifying his relatives of his 
arrest. 


So State Department advice to 


young travelers is to steer clear 
of any association whatever 
with narcotics. 
It just isn't 


worth the chance.
